To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ross  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1921,  and  am  able  to  state  that 
the  District  maintains  its  healthy  record.  The  chief  items  of  interest  are  firstly  the 
low  death  rate,  only  10.78  per  1,000  population,  and  the  lowest  rate  for  some  years, 
and  secondly  the  extremely  slight  incidence  of  notifiable  disease,  only  two  cases  of 
diphtheria,  and  one  of  Typhoid  being  registered.  The  Birth-rate  too,  is  improving,, 
although  lower  than  the  year  before,  but  in  advance  of  previous  years. 

The  District  is  solely  Agricultural,  there  being  no  Factories  in  the  Area. 

The  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  Workshops,  and  Bakehouses  have  all  been  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  alterations  and  defects,  where  necessary,  remedied. 

The  Wa  ter-supply  in  a  large  and  scattered  Rural  District  is  always  a 
problem.  The  whole  District  has,  of  necessity,  to  depend  upon  wells  and  springs  for 
its  supply,  except  in  one  parish— Llangarren — which  has  a  good  water  supply 
system  of  its  own. 

A  portion  of  one  parish  (Hoarwithy,  Hentland)  is  very  badly  off  for  a  domestic 
supply,  many  houses  depending  solely  upon  the  unfiltered  river  water.  This  regretable 
state  of  affairs  has  been  commented  upon  before,  and  endeavours  made,  between  vour 
Council  and  the  Hentland  Parish  Council,  to  secure  an  adequate  supply,  so  far  without 
result,  the  great  expense  being,  I  understand,  the  stumbling  block. 

To.  go  into  details: — 

NURSING  :  — Most  Parishes  maintain  their  own  Nurse,  your  Council  contributing 
to  their  support.  Infectious  cases  are,  if  necessary,  removed  to  an 
Isolation  Cottage  at  Drybrook.  There  not  being  a  proper  Hospital 
in  the  District. 

Tuberculosis  cases  are  dealt  with  by  the  County  M.O.H.  who  has 
a  Clinic  in  Ross  every  fortnight. 

Maternity  cases  are  nursed  by  the  District  Nurses  who  are  qualified 
to  attend  such  cases,  and  the  Ross  Infant  Welfare  and  Maternity 
Hospital  admits  cases. 

Children  are  treated  at  the  local  Infant  Welfare.  The  Ross  Poor 
Law  Institution  provides  accommodation  for  unmarried  mothers,, 
illegitimate  infants,  and  homeless  children. 

MOTOR  AMBULANCE : — -Through  the  generosity  of  the  Red  Cross  Society,  a 
Motor  Ambulance  is  stationed  in  Ross  and  is  available  for  accidents 
and  cases  of  illness.  Infectious  cases  are  removed  by  private  motor-car. 

Specimens  for  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the 
County  Laboratory  at  Hereford,  and  the  Poor  Law  Dispenser  is  authorised  to  keep 
a  supply  of  antitoxin  and  other  vaccines.
